HOW TO COOK RICE 



MAMMY'S METHOD 
MAKES PROCESS EASY. 



of Potato... I. taal.r to 
Prwpar. and Four Time* a. Nu- 
tritious— Should Never Be 



IT roo want to know the riant way 
to cook Ho* mad how aa old craol* 
doa. It After you have 
to cook He. you will then be 
able to utilize and serve It In many 
different way*. Your household will 
like It and you will nerve It often. In 
etoad of bread, with all gravies, espe- 
cially the brown meat gravlen, and 
with peaa and bean.. U.ed with aruvy 
It will take the place of potato*., and 
1. much easier to prepare, easier to 
digest and four time, as nutritious 
It should be served dry. .teaming hot. 
not mushy, and every grain separate. 
One cupful of rice well wa.hed. three 
cupfuls of boiling water, one scant 
teaspoonful of salt, aad a saltspoonful 
of lard. Wash the rice through at 
least six waters, or until all cloudiness 
I. removed. Drain thoroughly. Bring 
to the boiling point three brimful cup- 
fuls of water add the aalt end the 
tiny bit of lard. When the water Is 
boiling briskly add the rice gradu 
ally, so as not to stop the boiling. 
Don't stir. The grains should be kept 
moving by the boiling water. It will 
take about 15 minute, for the rice ful- 
ly to ab.orb the water. During thl. 
time keep the cover on, but .lightly 
pushed to one side. At the end of the 
16 minutes the grains should be soft, 
not the least gritty. Remove the cover 
and at the Baine heat let dry out for 
five minutes. If cooking on a gas 
stove, at the end of the five minutes 
lower the gas and let the drying out 
process continue for 20 to 30 minute, 
longer. If cooking on a wood or coal 
stove, at the end of five minutes place 
the cooked rice on the back of the 
stove or In the oven to dry out. By 
cooking rice in this manner every bit 
of nutriment Is retained at a minimum 
cost of effort. Each grain will be 
puffed to almost three times the size 
of the uncooked grain. Always cook 
rice with a Ud over the flame. On 
gas stoves, an asbestos lid Is recom- 
mended. Never stir rice while cook- 
ing. A sharp knife passed around (be 
side of the pot after the drying pro- 
cess starts is recommended. If lard 
Is objected to It may be omitted: It la 
supposed to lessen the danger of burn- 
ing, to prevent the water boiling over, 
and lends a brilllanoy to the cooked 
rice. 



In Place of 

Persons whose skins are Irritated 
In cold weather by the use of soap 
•hould try substituting various clean 
sing mixtures which may be put into 
the bath water. 

One mixture which is liked by many 
women who possess delicate skins Is 
made from one pound of marshmallow 
flowers, one-quarter of a pound of hys- 
sop herb and four pounds of bran 
flour. The Ingredients should be 
thoroughly mixed dry, In a basin, and 
then about two heaping tablespoonfuls 
should be put In a bag. 

The bag. to hold thl. compound 
should be made from cheesecloth. 
They need not be filled with the mix- 
ture, for a smaller quantity will be 
sufficient to soften the water, and the 
mixture, if too much 1. used, will be 
lost, as a bag can be employed only 
twice. 

To get the best results tbe bag 
should be In the tub at least half an 
hour before the bath, and while bath- 
ing the little sack should be used as 
a piece of
